GENERAL INFORMATION

The El Paso Water Utilities - Public Service Board is requesting authorization to submit a
land study application for City-owned property located in the Northeast Planning Area—
North of U.S. Highway 54 and East of the Franklin Mountain State Park. If the El Paso
Water Utilities - Public Service Board receives authorization from the City Council to
proceed, the land study will be submitted to the Planning, Research and Development
Department for processing. The land study will be forwarded to the Subdivision
Coordinating Committee and Development Coordinating Committee for review and
recommendation, and will then be forwarded to the El Paso Mountain Committee and then
the City Plan Commission, which shall review all reports and recommendations presented
by the Subdivision Coordinating Committee and Development Coordinating Committee
and the El Paso Mountain Committee and shall approve, approve with modifications or
disapprove the land study application. The City Plan Commission has final authority on
land study applications.

GENERAL INFORMATION

The El Paso Water Utilities - Public Service Board is requesting authorization to submit a
request for modification to the 2025 Proposed Thoroughfare System as detailed in the
Map Atlas of The Plan for El Paso for City-owned property located in the Northeast
Planning area—North of U.S. Highway 54 and East of the Franklin Mountain State Park. If
the El Paso Water Utilities - Public Service Board receives authorization from the City
Council to proceed, the request will be submitted to the Planning, Research and
Development Department for processing. The request will be forwarded to the
Development Coordinating Committee and the City Plan Commission for review and
recommendation, and will then be scheduled for introduction and public hearing on the city
Council agenda later. The proposed changes are related to the proposed land study
application and include alignment and functional classification changes. In some cases
either the alignment, the classification or both are different from the current Major
Thoroughfare Plan. In addition, some of the classifications do not exist in the City MTP or
subdivision ordinance. The Planning Department staff will model the proposed
thoroughfare plan changes to see if they will support the proposed land uses.
